CREATING jobs for local residents, 
expanding leisure and library 
facilities and revamping some of 
the borough’s high streets will be 
among the priorities for 2016 , says 
council leader Denise Hyland. 

In her new year message to residents 
Cllr Hyland said: “This year is certain to 
be a challenging one for the council, with 
the government continuing to impose 
deep and sustained cuts to our funding. 

“There was limited relief in the news 
last month that the Government had 
finally listened to concerns from councils 
up and down the country about the need 
for additional support with adult social 
care which is facing unprecedented 
demands. 

“However, pressures still remain in areas 
such as children’s social services, and the 
financial situation is still challenging. 

“With the Government’s benefit regime 
and with housing benefit failing to keep 
pace with rent rises, there is a real danger 
that the people hardest hit by cuts will be 
the poorest and most disadvantaged.

TIME is running out for parents 
who want to secure a primary 
school place for their children in 
September. 

The closing date for applications is 
Friday, January 15, and parents are 
being urged not to leave it too late to 
apply.

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Question Time-style meeting with residents a success 


OVER 40 residents gave the council’s 
leader and deputy leader a Question 
Time-style grilling during a public 
question and answer session. 

The open meeting gave locals a chance 
to put council leader Denise Hyland and 
deputy leader John Fahy on the spot 
over issues ranging from how to improve 
Woolwich, to the need for better public 
transport in Eltham. 

The event was chaired by BBC journalist 
Ian Ramsdale and is the first in a series of 
planned forums designed to get residents 
more involved in discussions about 
direction the council is taking. 

Topics raised included funding cuts 
and the importance of ensuring they do 
not disproportionately affect people with 
disabilities. 

Transport, libraries, air quality and 
the environment also featured, with 
views expressed on the London Mayor’s 
proposals for new river crossings, 
supported by the council. 

Cllr Hyland agreed with Eltham 
residents who complained about poor 
transport links between the north and 
south of the borough, and stressed that the 
council is lobbying Transport for London 
for improvements - including an extension 
of the Docklands Light Railway. 

She also explained that the council is 
exploring the idea of ‘living streets’ where 
some residential streets would be designed 
as safe places for children to play. 

The council leader stressed: “It’s so 
important for us as councillors to hear what 
local people think. With councils facing 
further deep cuts in funding, councillors 
are faced with difficult decisions about 
the services that should receive priority. 
We are absolutely committed to retaining 
and protecting frontline services, and to 
making efficiency savings wherever we 
can - but there will inevitably be services 
that have to be reduced, or provided in 
different ways. That’s why it’s vital for us 
to remain in dialogue with residents, so 
that we can reflect the priorities of local 
people as best we can.”

STUDENT Tori Ekembe- Smith 
from the Greenwich Free School 
on Shooters Hill became the 
fastest girl BMX rider in London 
when the school team competed 
in the London Schools BMX

Cllr Denise Scott-McDonald, the 
borough’s cabinet member for culture, 
creative industries and community 
wellbeing, said: “The BMX track at 
Hornfair Park is part of our commitment 
to provide first class sporting facilities 
for future generations after the London 


2012 Games and we are proud to see 
that youngsters are using it to train for 
major sporting events.”
